G.S.R. 785 (E).—'The following draft of certain 
rules further to amend the Drugs and Cosmetics 
Rules, 1945 which the Central Government proposes 
to make .after consultation with the Drugs Technical 
Advisory Board, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sections 12 and 33 of the Drugs and Cosmetics 
Act, 1940 (23 of 1940) , is hereby published as requir¬ 
ed by the said sections, for the information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft rules will be 
taken into consideration on or after the expiry of 
a period of sixty days from the date on which the 
copies of the Official Gazette in which this Notifica¬ 
tion is published are mane available to the public ; 


(ii) sub-rule (3) and (4) shall be omit¬ 
ted. 

(b) After Schedule M-I, the following Sche¬ 
dule shall be inserted, namely 

“SCHEDULE M-II 
(See Rule 139) 

REQUIREMENTS OF FACTORY PREMISES FOR 
MANUFACTURE OF COSMETICS 

1. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

(A) Location and surroundings The factory 
shall be located in a sanitary place and hygienic 
conditions shall be maintained in the premises. Pre¬ 
mises shall not be used for residence or be intercon¬ 
nected with residential areas. It shall Ire well venti¬ 
lated and clean. 

(B) Buildings 'The buildings used for tire 
factory shall be constructed so as to permit of pro¬ 
duction under hygienic conditions. The walls of 
the room in which manufacturing operations are 
carried out shall, upto a height of six feet from the 
floor, be smooth, waterproof and capable of being 
kept clean. The flooring shall be smooth, even and 
washable and shall be such as not to permit of 
retention or accumulation of dust. 

(C) Water supply 'The water used in manufac¬ 

ture shall be of potable quality. 

(D) Disposal of water Suitable arrangements 
shall be made for disposal of waste water. 

(E) Health, Clothing and Sanitary requirements 
of the Staff .‘^Workers shall not suffer from any con- 
tageous or infectious diseases. They shall be provid¬ 
ed with clean uniforms, masks, headgears and gloves 
wherever required. Washing facilities shall also be 
provided. 

(F) Medical Services Adequate facilities for first 
aid shall be provided. 

(G) Working benches shall be provided for car¬ 
rying out operations such as filling, labelling, pack¬ 
ing etc. Such benches shall be fitted with smooth, im- 
previous tops capable of being washed. 


Any objection or suggestion which may be receiv¬ 
ed from any person with respect to the said draft 
rules before the expiry of tire period so specified 
will be taken into consideration by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Drugs and 
Cosmetics (Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, 

(a) In rule 139 (1) for sub-rule (2), the fol¬ 
lowing shall be substituted, namely : — 

" (2) The factory premises shall comply 
with the requirements and conditions 
specified in Schedule M-II" 


(H) Adequate facilities shall be provided for 
washing and drying of glass containers if tire same 
are to be used for parking the product. 

IT. REQUIREMENTS OF PLANT AND 
EQUIPMENTS : 

The following equipments, area and other re¬ 
quirements are recommended for the manufacture 
of — 

A, POWDERS : Face powder, Cake makeup. Com¬ 
pacts, Fare packs, Masks and 
Rouges etc. 

Equipment : 

(a) Powder mixer of suitable type provided with 
a dust collector. 

(b) Perfume and colour blender. 
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(c) Trays and scopes (stainless steel). 

(d) Ball mill or grinder. 

(e) Trays and scops (stainless steel). 

(f) Filling and sealing equipment provided with 
dust extractor, 

(g) For compacts 

(!) a separate mixer (ii) Compact pressing 
machine. 

(h) Weighing balance 
(j) Storage tanks. 

An area of 15 sq. mt. is recommended. The section 
is to be provided with adequate exhaust fans. 

B. Creams, Lotions, Emulsions, Pastes, Cleansing 
Milks, Shampoos, Pomade, Brilliantine, Shaving 
Creams and Hair oils etc. 

Equipment : 

(a) Mixing and storage tanks. 

(b) Heating kettle—steam or electrically heated. 

(c) Suitable agitator. 

(d) Colloidal mill or homogeniser. 

(e) Triple roller mill (Wherever necessary). 

(f) Filling and sealing equipment. 

(g) Balance with weights and measuring equip¬ 
ments. An area of 25 sq. mt. is recommended. 

C. Nail Polish and Nail Lacquars 

1. Equipment : 

(a) A suitable mixer. 

(b) Storage tanks. 

(c) Filling machine—hand operated or power 
driven. 

(d) Fire extinguishers. 

(e) Measuring equipments. 

(f) Flame proof exhaust system 

An area of 15 sq. mt. is recommended. 

2. Premises : 

(a) It shall be situated in an industrial area. 

(b) It shall be separate from other cosmetic 
manufacturing areas by metal]brick parti¬ 
tion upto ceiling. 

(c) Floors, walls, ceilings and doors shall be 
fire proof. 

(d) Smoking, cooking and dwelling shall not be 
permitted and no naked flame shall be 
brought in the premises. 

(e) All electrical wiring and connections shall be 

concealed and main electric switch shall be 
outside the manufacturing area. 


(f) All equipment, furniture and light fittings 
in tlic section shall be flame proof. 

(g) Fire extinguisher like foam and dry powder 
and sufficient number of buckets containing 
sand shall be provided. 

(h) All doors of the section shall open outwards. 

3. Storage : 

(a) All explosive solvents and ingredients shall 
be stored in metal cupboards in a separate 
area. 

4. Manufacture : 

(a) Manufacture of lacquar shall not be 
undertaken unless the above conditions are 
complied with. 

(b) Workers shall be asked to wear shoes with 
rubber sole in the section.
